Elite Guard troops wheeling down | 
ithe Champs Elysees in Paris today 


en route to the “invasion coast,” 
and to this widely-advertised ges- 
ture Propaganda Minister Paul 
Joseph Goebbels added the decla- 
ration that the opening of an A\l- 
lied second front would be “an act 
of madness.” 


In the article in the weekly 
Das Reich the official stamp to 
the increasing propaganda in 
Germany concerning a_ second 
front, Goebbels issued a “hearty 
welcome” to the British and said 
he hoped some Americans would 
join them in trying invasion. 

“Those MacArthurs,” he wrote, 
“then for the first time would 
make the acquaintance of German 
soldiers who, although not carry- 
ing tennis rackets and golf clubs, 
would carry first-class weapons 
and would bring with them a vast 
store of war experience collected 
on all the European battlefields.

Seven Saboteurs 


Biddle Urges 
Court To Reject 
Habeas Corpus 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—(/)— 
Attorney General Biddle de- 
nounced the alleged Nazi sabo- 
teurs in the supreme court today 
as enemy aliens who came to this 
country bent upon destruction but 
who, now that they are caught, 
seek to avoid wartime penalties by 
appeal to the civil courts. 

Emphatically, he urged the high 
tribunal to refuse to issue a writ 
of habeas corpus demanded by 
counsel for seven of the eight de- 
fendants. Such a writ would have 
the effect of freeing them from the 
custody of the military commis- 
sion which has been conducting 
their trial. 

Procedure Challenged. 


The whole military procedure, 
and President Roosevelt’s procla- 
mation ordering it, had been chal- 
lenged earlier in the day as illegal 
and unconstitutional, by a young 
Army advocate, Colonel Kenneth 
C. Royall, one of two officers as- 
signed to defend the accused men. 

Royall, who was sworn by his 
superiors to exhaust every possi- 
ble tactic for the defense

came that France had capitulated. 
Sikorsk] went to the admiralty 
with Churchill and—by dint of his 
prodigious memory—outlined his 
Polish Army. He _ sketched for 
the admiralty a map of the tiny 
channel and Mediterranean ports 
to which he had ordered his Poles 
to fight their ways. The British 
sent ships and evacuated thou- 
sands of battered Poles—who now 
await only the word of their com- 
mander in chief to claw down the 
Hun who raped and ravaged the

Brewers’ Foundation 

Throughout the pro and con discussions of 
conditions near Army camps in Georgia, one 
organization has been quietly doing something 
about them. This is the Georgia Committee of 
the Brewing Industry Foundation, a self-po- 
heing agency of the nation’s brewers. 

The foundation, through investigation and 
education, seeks to clean up questionable places 
‘in co-operation with local officials and without 
them if the situation warrants. In this manner 
the circumstances under which beer is sold are 
kept on a high plane. The committee endeavors 
to keep beer from being sold in places where 
whisky is dispensed illegally, from rowdy juke 
roints and from other. places in which there 
questionable practices. The number of 
license suspensions obtained proves that the 
work is having its effect. 

These self-policing functions are voluntary 
in the part of the brewing industry, which in 
turn asks only that the public refrain from 
patronizing places that are not law-abiding. 
In this state the work Is directed by Judge John 
S. Wood, who has ordered that particular atten- 
tion of the committee’s agents be directed to 
keeping conditions around Army camps under 
strict control.

A Treeless Georgia? 


“Unless the landowners reset their land 
with young pines, this section, which has al- 
ways been noted for its fine timber, will ina 
very few years, be treeless, timbermen be- 
lieve.’--From a news item in The Constitu- 
tion telling of the selling of timberland in Ef- 
fingham county. 


The timbermen are right, but the tragedy 
of it is that it is needless and that it is robbing 
future generations af the wealth of the land 
without rhyme or reason. 

War use is now placing an unprecedented 
demand on our timber resources, and a large 
percentage of this cutting Is on farm wood- 
lands and other privately owned timber Jands 
throughout the south. These woodlands are 
without protection of any kind from the stand- 
point of state or federal guidance in the 
cutting .of timber land.

to the amount 


timber and the size of trees to be cut 
entirely with the farmer or land owner. 
practically all of these cases areas are being 
cut clear of all merchantable trees and as a 
result of this practice millions of acres of south- 
ern woodlands will be treeless for years to come. 
Resetting of these areas with young pines is not 
the whole answer. This i$ an expensive practice 
and in most cases represents a period of 30 to 
40 years before the land will again become 
productive. 

Farm woodland owners, experts say, should 
follow one or two types of practices in harvest- 
ing timber—for timber can be a crop just like 
cotton or corn. The most desirable method is 
cutting on a selective basis, marking for cut- 
ting the trees which are mature, trees that have 
reached 15 or 20 inches in diameter, and have 
put on their maximum growth, crooked or de- 
fective trees that can be removed to improve the 
stand and permit room for growth of young and 
more thrifty trees. The other method is cutting 
to a diameter limit, in other words, removing all 
trees on a given area down to 10 inches in 
diameter, leaving the young, fast-growing trees 
for future growth. Either of these methods will 
result in an enormous volume of timber so 
vital in the war effort, and will also leave a 
growing stand that can be cut 10 or 15 years 
later as the young trees reach maturity. 

The average farmer selis his timber on a 
lump sum basis, or, in other words, sells his 
timber rights. In most cases he gets only 50 
to 75 per cent of the cash value and his land is 
stripped of trees, leaving the area unproductive 
for 40 or 50 years. If continued, this practice 
will result in a severe shortage of timber for 
post-war construction and will leave thousands 
of acres of land in such condition it will not 
be worth the taxes. For land thus treated is 
visited also by the kindred ills of erosion and 


drouth.

That not all the priorities, regulations or

Imagine having fried 
chicken, baked chicken, cold chicken, chicken 
pie or in any other form regularly. We've always 
thought of chicken as a sort of special treat 
for special occasion—the piece de resistance on 
Sundays and holidays. We once considered 
the good fortune of the farmer who said he 
had chicken every morning for breakfast— 
fried chicken and hot biscuits and gravy. 

The war will cause us many deprivations, 
but if they are flavored occasionally with re- 
quests such as eating more fried chicken, we 
can imagine no real suffering or ill feeling in 
our war years.

Why should a 
father pity his children if they are neither sick nor hurt? 

We rejoice in possession of our children. We are proud of their 
achievements, Sometimes they wear us out, and we are exasper- 
ated and vexed. Sometimes they amuse us, or make us anxious, 
or frighten us. And always our hearts are warm with an abiding, 
protective love. 

But the feeling that tightens our throats when 
is not love. It is pity. They seem pathetic. Even when they are 
happy, our hearts melt with compassion. 

It is a feeling without apparent cause—perhaps instinctive. 
know what little time they have to be carefree—how innocent 
helpless they are—how much the world can hurt them—what 
protection they have against all the hardships and sorrows that le 
ahead of them-—how short therr life will he. at best 

But why, then, is our pity limited to our children? 

As a father pitieth his children, so we should pity all mankind 
if we understood. The greatest need of this sad world is compassion. 

We pity the crippled and the blind and all whose handicap we 
can see. But if we could see with our hearts, we would realize 
that all are handicapped in ways that are not visible. 

We judge too harshly. We require perfection where none exists, 
and sneer or criticize or condemn when we fail to find it. We blame 
the imperfect as for a deliberate offense. 

Yet nobody is imperfect by his own will. All of us would be 
handsome and well-formed if we could; all would have geen, reason- 
able and brilliant minds; all would be well-poised and charming;

But 
you and I], kids, have a succeda- 
neum for castor oil—that is, a sub- 
stitute which is not at all unpleas- 
ant to take and will serve the pur- 
pose as well as castor oil can. Bet- 
ter write this down, kids, or clip 
it and keep it, against the day 
when some one gets tough with 
you about taking castor oil. Then 
you can just smile, bring out this 
item and tell ’em the succedaneum 
is guaranteed by Ol’ Doc Brady to 
do everything for you that castor 
oil can do. The name of it is 
Aromatic Syrup of Rhubarb, or, as 
the U, S. Pharmacopoeia has it, 
Syrups Rhei Aromaticus, or, as 
some of our best old grandmas 
called it, Spiced Syrup of Rhu- 
barb. The dose of Aromatic Syrup 
of Rhubarb is the same as the 
dose of castor oil for the same 
purpose. 

For older children or adults, the 
best treatment, following the pre- 
liminary cathartic, is a fast of 12 
hours, and then only somé tea, 
without milk or cream, but sweet- 
ened or not as preferred, for the 
next 12 hours. 

For the young infant or child 
the ideal diet is very weak tea 
slightly sweetened with sugar and 
all the scraped raw apple the in- 
fant or child will take. This diet 
has proved most satisfactory in 
the treatment of acute summer 
complaint, acute diarrhea, acute 
gastro-enteritis in babies, more 
particularly the raw scraped ap- 
ple, and its value in the treatment 
of such conditions in young in- 
fants and children, or in adults 
for that matter, is ascribed to the 
pectin in raw apple. 

Pectin is a substance in certain 
fruits and vegetables which com- 
bines with acid and sugar to form 
jellies. It is present in dried apple 


‘powder, too, and apple powder is 
-an excellent remedy in diarrheal 


conditions —the powder being 
equivalent to about 15 times 
weight of raw apple. Pectin has 
considerable antiseptic action in 
the stomach (acid medium), 
though not in the intestine (alka- 
line medium). 

After 24 to 48 hours of exclusive 
peeled raw apple diet other items 
may be restored to the diet—such 
as cooked cereal toast, ripe ba- 
nana, cottage cheese, scraped beef, 
and last of all some boiled milk 
or whey.

The home units will be equipped 
with electrical stoves, hot water 
heaters and electric refrigerators, 
living room fireplaces, space heat- 
ers for warming the entire house 
and screened porches. 

Playgrounds, baseball diamonds, 
tennis courts and other places for 
outdoor recreation will be built 
and other projects, such as swim- 
ming pools are being considered, 
Major Mangus S. Altmayer, Air 
Corps public relations officer, said.
